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This application is to be rejected by the following reasons. If 
the applicant has any arguments, such arguments should be filed within 
60 days from the mailing date of this Notice. 

REASONS 

A. The inventions claimed by the below-mentioned claims of this 
application are unpatentable under Article 29, Paragraph 2, of Patent 
Law, as the inventions could have been easily made by one of ordinary 
skill in this art prior to the filing of this application based on 
the inventions described in the below-listed publications which were 
distributed, or the inventions made available to the public through 
electric telecommunication lines, in Japan or elsewhere prior to the 
filing of this application. 

NOTES (Cited documents are listed at the end) 

[Regarding Claims 1-2] Cited Document: 1 

The cited document 1 describes regarding its Figs, 5-6 that in 
the case of the authentication client 1D=15, the C, D, E become 
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candidates as the authentication information acquisition S/W (see 
paragraph [0028] . 

The authentication client ID corresponds to the terminal 
information of Claim 1 of the present application, and selection of 
the authentication information acquisition S/W corresponds to 
determining a procedure of Claim 1 of the present application. Thus, 
Claim 1 does not particularly different from the cited document I. 

Regarding Claim 2, the cited document 1 further describes the 
past selection status of the authentication information acquisition 
S/W to the prescribed number of authentication and the checking rate 
as the checking logs, the total number of times of authentication, 
etc., (paragraphs [0031] - [0032] , Fig. 7) . In view of the description 
of the above-mentioned total number of times of authentication and 
the like , determining the log-inprocedure according to the accumulated 
log-in count as recited in Claim 2 is not particularly new. 

[Regarding Claim 3] Cited Documents: 1-2 

Regarding the cited document 1 , see the above reason for re j ection 
of Claims 1-2. In Fig. 1 of the cited document 2, the authentication 
information, whose authentication term has elapsed, is deleted (S16) , 
and whether or not to perform an authentication (S15) is determined 
by whether or not the authentication information corresponding to 
the user or the terminal exists (S16) . (From S16, it is understood 
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that the log-in procedure is determined by a period elapsed.) 

It could have been easily conceived by a person skilled in this 
art to arrive at the configuration as recited in Claim 3 of the present 
application by adopting the authentication term as described in the 
cited document 2 as the checking logs of the cited document 1. 

[Regarding Claims 4-5] Cited Document: 1 

See the above-mentioned reason for rejection of Claim 1. 



B, This application does not meet the requirements specified 
in Article 36, Paragraph 6, Item 2, of Patent Law, in respect, of the 
following points in the recitation of claims. 
NOTES 

1. Claim 1 recites that determining a long-in procedure "based 
on" the terminal information, but with this recitation, it is not 
clear how the log-in procedure is determined. Further, it is not 
clear what the log-in procedure is (paragraph 6, item 2) . Claims 
4 and 5 are also objected to by the same reason. 

2. With the present recitation of Claims 1, 4 and 5, each claim 
covers the determination of the log-in procedure by only MAC address, 
as, for example, the terminal information . However, suchmatter, which 
can be generalized, is not described in the detailed description of 
the invention. (For example, Fig. 3 describes the accumulated number 
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of times of log-in, and Fig. 4 describes regarding the elapsed number 
of days, but determination of the log-in procedure by only MAC address 
is not described) (Paragraph 6, Item 1) . 

3. In Claims 1-3, the subject which operates the invention is 
not clear (Paragraph 6, Item 2) . 

4. In Claim 4, the recitation of a program comprising steps is 
indefinite (Paragraph 6, Item 2) . For the manner of writing program 
claims, please refer to the JPO' s EXAMINATION GUIDELINES , 



C. The inventions claimed by the below-mentioned claims of this 
application does not meet the requirements specified in Article 29, 
Main Paragraph (Paragraph 1), of Patent Law, and, therefore, the 
inventions cannot be patented. 

NOTES 

1. The subject matter claimed by Claims 1-3 does not fall under 
"the invention" as defined by the Patent Law (when Claims 1-3 are 
interpreted that the subject which operates the invention includes 
a human) . 
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
